The only thing that is certain, 
Holbrooke said, is that “ the number of 
deaths appears to be in the tens if not 
hundreds of thousands.” 
And he said he estimated that “ for 
every person executed, several have 
died of disease or malnutrition or other 
factors, which were avoidable if the 
government itself had not followed the 
kind of policy ... which seeks to 
completely transform a society by 
applying purely draconian measures.” 


Holbrooke said the Cambodian 
government has refused to accept 
medicines from abroad that could 
have been used to save many lives.

Blaze Sweeps Santa Barbara 


SANTA BARBARA, Calif. (AP) — A 
brush fire fanned by gusty winds 
roared down from the Santa Ynez 
Mountains today, destroying ex­ 
pensive Spanish-style homes and 
threatening businesses in this pic­ 
turesque coastal city. 


Hundreds were forced to flee, and as 
many as 200 homes were destroyed. 
Officials said the fire was man-caused, 
but would not speculate whether it was 
arson. 


The blaze, which started shortly 
after 7 p.m. Tuesday night, raged out 
of control in the northeast section of 
the city, less than one mile from the 
city’s courthouse area and about two 
miles from the Pacific Ocean. 


Shortly before dawn, the winds 
which had been blowing from the 
mountains, behind the fire, shifted to a 
sea breeze, raising worries that the 
fire might burn back on itself and hit 
areas which escaped the first siege of 
flames. 


There were conflicting reports on 
how many homes burned. The U.S. 
Forest Service said at least 150 houses 
had been destroyed and the blaze had 
blackened 600 acres. 


But Ken R. Bishop, a city fire 
department spokesman, said the fire 
had burned “ at least 200 homes,” 
many costing at least $250,000 to 
replace. “ We will be lucky if that’s all 
we lost.” 


There was only reported injury, but 
numerous persons were unaccounted 
for. 
“ It happened so fast we don’t know 
how many people may be missing,” 


Bishop said. "We do know there are a 
couple of 8-or 9-year-old kids up there 
unaccounted for. But there are 
probably a hell of a lot more.” 
Anguished homeowners used garden 
hoses to wet down their wood shingle 
roofs as fierce winds blew a storm of 
sparks and ashes ahead of the ad­ 
vancing flames, which could be seen 
more than 20 miles away. 


It was the fourth major fire in 13 
years in Santa Barbara. The others 
were in 1964, 1968 and 1971, 
Fire fighters had a difficult time 
reaching the fire area because of the 
winding, narrow roads that made it 
difficult for trucks to pass. In addition, 
large crowds of sightseers gathered 
along the roads, further hampering 
efforts to get at the flames. 


Police said they had received 
reports of looting and would arrest 
anybody who was not authorized to be 
in the area. 
Dennis Orbus. a U.S. Forest Service 
spokesman, said the blaze was fueled 
by chaparral brush and eucalyptus 
trees, both full of oily sap. He said the 
fire started in the l/»s Padres National 
Forest and definitely was man-caused. 


“ It's completely out of control. We 
have no idea when we will have con­ 
tainment,” Orbus said, as firemen 
attempted to save homes nestled in the 
mountain foothills. 
The fire knocked out power in the 
city of 75,000 persons and emergency 
generators were being used. At least 
one injury was reported, but there 
were no immediate details.

In the Southwest Local School 
D istrict in Ham ilton and Butler 
counties, voters trounced a bond issue 
July 12. Of the 1,960 Hamilton County 
voters, 66 were instant registrants, and 
of the 56 voters in Butler County, foul' 
were instant registrants. 
In Seneca County, however, elec­ 
tions director Louis F. Kummerer said 
there was “confusion at polling places;

In Lobbying Efforts

Disclosure forms made public this 
week showed that in the first six 
months of the current legislative 
session, utilities spent almost five 
times more than any other group to 
influence legislators. 


The utilities, led by Dayton Power & 
Light Co.’s $3,444.47, easily outspent 
the insurance industry and the bankers 
who were the next biggest spenders in 
the Senate’s incomplete tabulation. 


The spending reports were due July 
20, required for the first time under a 
heavily amended lobby law passed last 
year. 
Eight utility companies reported 
spending a total of $15,466.70. 
Next highest totals were $3,307.39 by 
insurance industry, $2,100.59 by the 
banking lobby and $1,975 by several 
lobbying organizations representing 
the health fields. 
lobbyists were required to list any 
legislators on whom they spent more 
than $150. No legislators were iden­ 
tified on any forms made public this 
week. 
“ I guess I took somebody to dinner 
every Monday, Tuesday and Wed­ 
nesday evening,” said William II. 
O’Neill, lobbyist for the Cleveland 
Electric Illuminating Co. “After I 


totaled the dinners up, I added in $300 
for my bar bill at the Athletic Club.” 
He said he did not even approach the 
$150 limit on individual legislators. 
“It’s hard to get up there,” he said. 
“These guys are so booked up. Many 
times I’ve tried to take out Sen. Neal 
Zimmers and he was booked up three 
weeks in advance.” 
Zimmers, D-5 Dayton, is chairman 
of the Senate Energy and Environment 
Committee. 
Discounting 412 state officials who 
register as lobbyists, there are 836 
registered lobbyists. So far, only about 
23 per cent of the total forms have been 
available because of processing 
delays.

Ohio (AP) - Another con­ 
frontation ov er construction of a gy m 
near the site of the 1970 Kent State 
Univ ersity shootings appears im­ 
minent after the arrest Tuesday of 
three protestors and the univ ersity ’s 
decision not to delay construction. 
liCaders of the May 4th Coalition, 
which 
wants 
the 
gy m 
mov ed 
elsewhere, said they would decide 
today when to reoccupy the hill. 
Howev er, tentativ e plans call for such 
an attempt today . 
The arrests were made shortly after 
the Kent State Board of Trustees 
announced Tuesday afternoon their 
decision to go ahead with construction 
of the $6 million gy m near the site 
where Ohio National Guardsmen killed 
four students and wounded nine others 
during an antiwar protest on May 4, 
1970. 
Board Chairman George J anik, 
following a two hour board meeting, 
said that to delay construction would 
entail higher costs and would disrupt 
the 
univ ersity ’s 
“ educational 
mission.’’ 
J anik said that to delay construction 
until March might cost an additional $1 
million. The U.S. Department of 
Interior, which is study ing the 
possibility of designating the site as an 
historical landmark, say s its decision 
would not come at least until March. 
When the trustees adjourned, they 
were greeted by members of the 


coalition shouting “ You’ll be sorry ,” 
and “ I^ets reoccupy the hill.” 
The protestors then got into their 
cars and formed a loose carav an for 
the trip from Kent’s Stark campus 
where the trustees met to the main 
campus in Kent about 20 miles away . 
The carav an was stopped on Ohio 43 
jiLSl outside Kent by Portage County 
sheriff’s deputies waiting behind 
roadblocks. Police had warrants for 27 
protestors who briefly occupied the 
construction site on J uly 22. Police 
made no arrests then, but took film of 
demonstrators. 
On J uly 12, police arrested 193 
demonstrators for v iolating a court 
order to clear the construction site. 
Deputies were able to make only 
three arrests Tuesday afternoon 
because protestors quickly took other 
roads to by pass the roadblock or 
stopped to wait in stores and motels 
along the road. 
William Whitaker, the coalition’s 
attorney , said that sheriff’s depart­ 
ment promised to make no more 
arrests Tuesday night on condition 
that the 24 other persons named in the 
warrants appear this morning to 
answer contempt of court charges in 
Portage County Common Pleas Court 
in Rav enna. 
“ They ’re attempting to break the 
back of this mov ement,” Ron Kov ic, 
one of the protestors, said of the 
arrests. 
Viet Teacher Thinks 
Some M IA s Alive 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A Viet­ 
namese teacher who was a member of 
the 
communist 
parliament 
is 
preparing to tell Congress about 
reports he heard in Hanoi of missing 
Americans who are liv ing in jails in 
Vietnam. 
Nguy en Cong Hoan, who fled from 
Vietnam to J apan in March and 
arriv ed in the United States as a 
refugee two day s ago, told a House 
panel on Tuesday that he had “ heard 
news” about Americans still listed as 
missing. 
Hoan’s information on the MIAs was 
not from any direct contact, he ad­ 
mitted, but were “ rumors” from a , 
“ completely truthful” source. He said 
he could not publicly identify the 
source for fear of putting the source in 
danger. 
“ I can only say that I heard some 
rumors that there are still some 
Americans liv ing in jail in Vietnam but 
I cannot be more specific than that,” 
he said. 
With his House subcommittee on 
Asian and Pacific affairs scheduled to 
take up the MIA question today . Rep. 
Uster Wolff, D-N.Y., reportedly in­ 
tended to pursue Hoan’s report behind 
closed doors. 
Some 1,8 00 Americans still are listed 
as missing in action in Southeast Asia. 
Rep. Benjamin A. Gilman, R-N.Y., 
who conferred with Wolff and Hoan 
late Tuesday , would not div ulge 
whether the former Vietnamese 
lawmaker had shed any important new 
light on the MIA question. 
“ I can only say it warrants further 
ex amination by our committee,” 
Gilman said. 
Hoan told a House hearing Tuesday 
that he was elected to South Vietnam’s 
national assembly in 1971 and had a 
reputation as a critic of then-President 
Nguy en Van Thieu. 


Following Saigon’s collapse in 1975, 
he said he was handpicked by the 
communists to serv e in the Hanoi- 
based parliament last y ear. He said he 
finally fled the country , leav ing his 
family behind, out of disillusionment 
with Hanoi’s oppression of the people.

WASHINGTON (A P) - It could be 
Thursday before the House finishes 
amending and debating the omnibus 
farm bill that will set national farm 
and food-stamp policy through 1901, 
Majority leader Jim Wright says. 
"The inordinate amount of time the 
farm bill is taking" has set the 
legislative agenda back by more than 
a week, the Texas Democrat told his 
colleagues Monday as they began the 
fifth day of considering the $12-billion 
bill.

NEW YORK (A P) — To recall the 
icy days of last January and February 
might serve to keep you a bit cooler, 
but there is an economic lesson to be 
learned also.

On review, it was 
raised last week to 7.5 per cent, a 
torrid pace for any quarter.

Normally, in the home, refrigeration

routinely protects them from the heat. 
A moderate amount of carelessness 
creeps in when these foods are trans­ 
ported and kept exposed to summer 
heat.

Not very well, 
according to the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics. Comparing 
the percentage of youths aged 
16-19 who were employed in a 
dozen of the largest cities in 
1970 with the percentage of the 
same age group employed 
today, the bureau’s figures 
show a sharp decline in all but 
one city. 
Altruism is not always 
applicable to economics. The 
unemployed youth certainly is 
not helped by elevating farther 
from his grasp a standard he 
now cannot meet. 


Too Far, Too Fast 


It is possible that man’s greatest 
enemy is progress. Unless it can be 
stabilized and managed, all of us are 
on a runaway planet. There is evidence 
m the world of science that we are so 
brilliantly innovative that we have lost 
control. 
There were wagons and horses in 
Mesopotamia 50 centuries ago. Man 
still depended on wagons and horses 90 
years ago. Progress was minuscule. 
The kerosene lamp was considered a 
great leap forward from the guttering 
candle. 
But, in 90 years, we have devised 
missiles which can travel to other 
planets at 25,000 miles per hour, take 
photos and send them back across 
space. We have instantaneous news 
from television, microwave telephones

and relay the sound to someone at a 
phone in another continent. 
Man always spoke of “ modem 
times.”

N EW YORK (A P) — To recall the 
icy days of last January and February 
might serve to keep you a bit cooler, 
but there is an economic lesson to be 
learned also. 


You should have little difficulty 
remembering the mood at the time. 
Factories were shut down. People 
were forced to stay indoors, away from 
the stores. Fuel bills soared and, it was 
said, prevented homeowners from 
spending on consumer goods. 


Soon after the quarter ended, 
however, the statistics showed that 
things were a lot better than we had 
believed. Car and housing sales were 
especially strong, but a whole list of 
other goods showed gams too. 


The Gross National Product in­ 
crease for the quarter was reported at 
a 6.9 per cent iginual rate, not just 
strong but downright lusty. And yet it 
was understated. On review, it was 
raised last week to 7.5 per cent, a 
torrid pace for any quarter. 


Since then the pace has simmered 
down some. The rate of CN P increase 
in the second quarter was said to be a 
strong 6.4 per cent, seasonally ad­ 
justed, and again, subject to almost 
certain revision, most likely upward. 


The two quarters add up to one of the 
brightest economic performances in 
years — even though the views of some 
professionals, and surveys of con­ 
sumer moods, indicated the 
per­ 
formance would be a good deal grayer. 


'Hie lesson all of us can learn from 
this is most revealingly posed as a 
question. Why is it that we can 


generally tell where we have been, and 
claim to know where we are going, but 
seldom 
know 
where 
we 
are, 
economically speaking? 
M arshall McLuhan has an ob­ 
servation that might be as appropriate 
as any. “ Anybody’s total surround, or 
environment, creates a condition of 
nonperception,” said the social analyst 
and critic. We are blinded by our in­ 
volvement. 
This being so, stock market ad­ 
vances often are well under way before 
they are perceived, automobile sales 
might be soaring for several weeks 
before we realize they aren’t an 
aberration, 
housing 
might 
be 
recovered while we continue to speak 
about the terrible conditions in the 
housing market. 
This latter example provides the 
very best illustration of the tendency of 
even some highly regarded economists 
to listen to their projections rather 
than by being told in the market place. 
Right under the long noses of the 
learned analysts, and in outright 
defiance of their gloomy outlooks, 
perhaps the most vigorous housing 
sales activity this country has ever 
known was under way. 
But it couldn’t be, said those who 
study the statistical bones. Houses 
were priced beyond the means of too 
many people. Interest rates were too 
high. Confidence was low. It couldn’t 
be. But it was. 
And so a modest proposal for 
economists: Please try to tell us where 
we are, not where we’ve been or are 
going. And another for ordinary 
mortals: Try to have more faith in 
your own observations.

They had nausea, vomiting and 
diarrhea. I was the only one who didn’t 
get sick. Since I prepared the food I 
feel terrible. I ’m a good, clean, careful 
cook and housekeeper. How could this 
happen to me.

Dear Mrs. S.: 
The fact that you were fortunate 
enough not to get sick has probably 
increased your guilt about the ex­ 
perience. 
Even with the greatest care, bac­ 
teria can inadvertently get into some 
foods 
and 
flourish 
there. 
The 
staphylococcus germ, the salmonella, 
and a whole range of culprits may be 
responsible for food poisoning. 
One of the reasons that group in­ 
fections occur after parties or picnics 
is because of improper refrigeration. 
Normally, in the home, refrigeration 
of eggs, custards, potato salad or other 
dishes 
prepared 
with 
mayonnaise 
routinely protects them from the heat. 
A moderate amount of carelessness 
creeps in when these foods are trans­ 
ported and kept exposed to summer 
heat. 
Another factor to be considered is 
that hands are not washed as regularly 
outdoors as when cooking and serving 


at home. Germs can thus be in­ 
troduced into the foods and produce 
the havoc you describe. 
It is very likely that you will recall 
that you refrained from eating one of 
the foods that all the others did eat. 
This, of course, will explain why you 
were the only one who was free of the 
illness you describe. 


I ’ve had swollen glands in my neck 
as long as I can remember. I ’m 26 and 
for the first time I ’m beginning to 
worry that this might be an early sign 
of cancer.

Dear Miss W.: 
■‘Worrying” is obviously not the 
answer to your problem. Your concern 
is probably not justified. Yet that 
concern will continue to grow and 
dominate your thinking unless you 
seek the advice of your doctor and 
have your neck examined. 
The glands in the neck play an active 
part in protecting you. Infections and 
germs are kept from descending from 
the tonsils, the teeth, and the sinuses 
by these glands. 
It is true that, under certain cir­ 
cumstances, glands in the neck are 
associated with some serious con­ 
ditions. It is for this reason that the 
cause for their enlargement should be 
investigated.

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PORT UNION, Ohio (AP)-Land- 
locked Port Union is hardly a port, 
but it used to be. 
“ This place is kind of in between 
where you’re going,” said Mary Jean 
Robuck, of this small Southwest Ohio 
crossroads town in Butler County. 
Tile community is on its second 
name. The first name was McMaken’s 
Bridge, in honor of William McMaken. 
He held local distinction as the owner 
of the first local grocery anet the first 
frame house here. 
The unlikely title of “ Port” goes 
back to the days of the Miari\i-Erie 
Canal. “ Union” was added because it 
was located in Union Township. 
Remnants of the canal locks remain 
at the end of a gravel road behind the 
180-year-old Port Union Cafe. It is 
believed one of the oldest buildings 
remaining in town. 
The cafe has withstood the test of 
time and an auto collision. A car 
traveling at 
120 miles 
per 
hour 
knocked it off its foundation some time 
ago. 
In 1913, an open air dance floor was 
built next to the cafe. It became the 
“ place to come to,” one resident 
recalled. “ People used to come from 
Indiana and everywhere. People on 
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must be signed and should be of 300 
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hayrides used to come out her.” 
The nights of square dancing died 
out. But a decade ago, a new brand of 
entertainment scandalized the town. 
“ One year, some men rented the 
dance hall for what they said was an 
auction,” John Fuchs remembered. 
“ But they put in a gambling casino. 
The prosecuting attorney came in 
three days after it opened and shut it 
down. 
“ It would have been nice if it was 
legal. We got a tremendous amount of 
business out of it.” 
The town’s main growth in recent 
years has been a trailer park with 
about IOO mobile homes. New fac­ 
tories, however, are creeping up on the 
town from down the road. 
The estimated population is near 500 
and the oldest resident is Viola Bat- 
chelder She describes herself as “ too 
old.” 
She says of her home town: “ There 
never was much exciting happen 
here.”

Corp. says sluggish capital goods 
demand and competition from foreign

half of 1977. 
Income for the six-month period was 
$103.7 million, or $1.24 a share, on 
revenues of $4.84 billion, compared 
with profits of $217.3 million, or $2.67 a 
share, on sales of $4.51 billion a year 
earlier.

Carter G rap plin g W ith 'A to m For Peace 


ED ITO R’S NOTE. The spectre of 
a 
runaway spread of nuclear weapons is 
haunting world leaders. 
It 
would 
threaten global stability. 
Regional 
conflicts could draw the superpowers 
into a clash imperiling the survival of 
mankind. In the third of a five-part 
series, AP diplomatic correspondent 
Arthur L. Gavshon describes efforts 
toward control of nuclear materials.

WASHINGTON (A Pl - In 1953, 
Jimmy Carter was 29. His father had 
just died and young Carter had quit the 
Navy to run the family business. 
President Dwight D. Eisenhower 
unfolded his “ atoms for peace” plan 
Today, President Carter is grappling 
with the task of stopping those atoms 
for peace from turning into weapons of 
nuclear war. 
Carter also is chasing a eclated goal, 
seemingly shelved in the 1950s and 
1960s because of the pressures and 
preoccupations of the cold war. It is 
the goal of limiting, cutting and 
ultimately removing all nuclear ar­ 
senals from earth. 
Authors of Eisenhower’s “ atoms for 
peace” plan had just emerged from a 
decade of secrecy during which the 
United States virtually monopolized 
the commercial application of nuclear 
power. 
A mix of motives led to the sharing 
and selling of American know-how and 
equipment to countries outside the 
Communist orbit. 
There was a wish to help newly 
launched foreign energy programs. 
There were exaggerated hopes of the 
benefits the new technology would 
bring. There was a political need to 
counter what had become a worldwide 
protest against atomic experimental 
shots and “ the bomb.”

He said the policy to allow the Ohio 
industries to evade the July 1 limit, set 
by Congress, is called an Enforcement 
Compliance Schedule letter (EC SL), 
which is signed by Ned Williams, 
director of the Ohio Environmental 
Protection Agency, and Alexander. 
An ECSL gives the industry extra 
time to comply with its National 
Pollutant Discharge Elim ination 
System (N PD ES), although no permit 
is allowed with a deadline beyond July 
1. 
“ 1 don’t think there is any legal 
basis,” for the letters, Alexander said. 
He said that “ 10 or 11” such letters 
have been written. 
“ I ’m trying to justify something I 
don’t believe in,” Alexander said. 
He said he recently refused to sign 
an ECSL issued by the O EPA to one 
power company because, “ They 
hadn’t done anything. They wanted a 
free ride.” 
He said a June 3, 1976 U SEPA 
document warns officials not to be “ so 
Procrustean” as to be unfair to in­ 
dustries who, for reasons acceptable to 
the state and federal EPAs, miss the 
July 1 deadline.

promised to be a bonanza market for 
reactor systems at $1 billion apiece. 
In spreading tools and knowhow for 
the new industry, U.S. authorities 
failed to assess fully the nature of 
nuclear energy. 
“ There are not two atoms, one 
peaceful and one military,” wrote

Wohlstetter of the University of 
Chicago. “ They are the same atom.” 


Dr. Fred C. Iekle, former director of 
the U.S. Arms Control and Disar­ 
mament 
Agency, said last 
year; 
"Many mistakes were made in the way 
we executed the (Eisenhower) idea.” 
One of the mistakes was to forget the 
advice given on May 31, 1945. by 
Secretary of War Henry L. Stimson, 
who urged colleagues not to think of 
the Abomb “ as a new weapon merely, 
but as a revolutionry change in the 
relations of man and the universe.” 
Another mistake was a failure to 
provide space and facilities for the 
safe, timeless storage of spent nuclear 
fuel. 
Spent fuel discharged by power 
reactors contains a variety of highly 
radioactive 
elements 
including 
plutonium which can be used for 
making bombs. Plutonium possesses 
what scientists call “ a half-life” of 
24,000 
years. 
This 
means 
its 
radioactivity decreases by half in the 
first 24,000 years, by half of the 
remainder in the next 24,000 years and 
so on. 
For years, spent nuclear fuel has 
been accumulating around the world in 
swimming-pool like depositories, but 
this is only a stopgap which can last 30 
years or so. The United States, which 
supplied the fuel in the form of slightly 
enriched uranium, is supposed to buy 
most of the spent fuel back. 
No U.S. agency has come along with 
a foolproof plan for permanent storage 
of the spent fuel beyond the reach of 
wouldbe 
saboteurs 
or 
to 
the 
satisfaction of environmentalists. U.S. 
officials have disclosed that huge 
disposal tanks in Hanford, Wash., 
contain 
most 
of 
the 
waste 
fuel 
discharged from Pentagon-controlled 
reactors. The 130 or so tanks, officials 
say, have sprung at least 16 leaks, 
meaning hundreds of thousands of 
radioactive liquids have been soaked 
up in the soil or nearby rivers. 
Countries supplied by the United 
States already have piled up enough 
spent fuel to make more than 1,000 A- 
bombs — at least 4,000 metric tons 
discharged by about 30 reactors since 
the 1950s. 


U.S. and European firms in the past 
23 years have sold nearly 300 power 
and research reactors in about 40 
countires.

The Arab oil embargo and the five­ 
fold hike in oil prices caused the 
demand for nuclear power to surge. 
Nations rushed to place new orders. 
U.S. officials project that by the mid 
1980s, there could be 700 or 800 nuclear 
plants 
of 
varying 
technologies 
operating in the industrialized and 
developing worlds. 
During the presidential campaign. 
Carter vowed to try to stop the spread. 
One of the President’s first acts was to 
ask the Central Intelligence Agency — 
which monitors this sort of data 
worldwide — for an up-to-date ap­ 
praisal of the number of countries in 
reach of a nuclear weapons capacity. 
“ Several nations are on the verge,” 
Carter reported. He named no names. 
But U.S. officials privately listed 
“ near-nuclears” as Argentina, Brazil, 
Canada, Egypt, Israel, Iran, Japan. 
Pakistan, South Africa, Sweden, 
Spain, Switzerland, Taiwan, West and 
East Germany. 


Any effort to curb the nuclear 
weapons spread is a race against time. 
The feeling in the White House is that 
only a year or two remains in which to 
head off what could become a free-for- 
all rush for weapons by several 
countries operating nuclear plants. 
Carter has said he hopes that the 
United States, by example, persuasion 
and even pressure in some situations, 
will lead the way toward a new and 
safer system for controlling nuclear 
energy development. The President's 
aides say they believe they have Soviet 
backing for this goal. 
Carter’s strategy centers on curbing 
production of plutonium around the 
world. Plutonium is the basic material 
needed to make “ fission” — or atomic 
— bombs. It also is used as a trigger 
for the far more powerful hydrogen — 
or thermonuclear — bomb. 
To make a bomb it takes: I-ess than 
10 pounds of pure plutonium; about 18 
pounds of plutonium extracted from 
spent uranium fuel or about 22 pounds 
of plutonium oxide. 
There are various ways in which 
nonweapons states can and have ob­ 
tained plutonium. About 10 countries . 
have been buying it quite legally from 
the United States since the early 1960s; 
approximately 2,200 pounds of it have 
been exported. Plutonium also can 
come from research reactors already 
operating in more than 50 foreign 
countries. It can be extracted from the 
waste uranium fuel discharged by 
ordinary U.S.-type light water reac­ 
tors sold to about 30 countries. 
And finally it will be produced in 
unmeasurable quantities when the 
new generation of reactors — the fast- 
breeders — begin functioning in 
Europe and Japan shortly. As the 
name suggests, “ breeder” reactors 
yield more plutonium that they con­ 
sume as fuel — a doubled output in 
every lb-year cycle. 
In April, Carter suspended com­ 
mercial production of plutonium and 
announced plans to cancel a $’2.2 billion 
Oak 
Ridge, 
Tenn., 
fast-breeder 
reactor. The Senate ignored his wishes 
and recently approved $75 million for 
the facility. 
Carter has proposed an international 
study program 
to 
develop 
safer, 
alternative fuel cycles. He also is 
trying to reach a new strategic arms 
limitation pact with Russia. 
“ We have little right to ask others to 
deny themselves such weapons for the 
indefinite future," he says, “ unless we 
(nuclear weapons states) demonstrate 
progress toward the goal of control, 
then 
reduction 
and 
ultimately 
elimination of nuclear arsenals.” The 
superpowers and Britain are treaty- 
bound to do just that. 
The Carter administration has set 
out to reinforce the framework of 
agreements designed to safeguard 
reactors, fuels and materials against 
misuse or attack. 
The President is offering greater 
incentives 
in 
terms 
of 
fuel 
and 
technological cooperation to those 
nations which have not yet become 


parties to the world treaty to stop the 
spread of nuclear weapons. Countries 
whic h do not accept the treaty will be 
treated less favorably in the area of 
nuclear cooperation than adherents. 
The United States, 
Russia 
and 
Britain — the only weapons states 
which signed the pact, officially called 
the 
nonproliferation 
treaty 
promised to cut hack their arsenals 
and pass on the benefits of their 
technologies to nonweapons states. In 
return, 
the 
nonweapons 
states 
promised to stay out of the nuclear 
arms league. 
Umpiring all this is a fragile global 
agency, based in Vienna, called the 
International Atomic Energy Agency. 
Its task is to monitor, inspect, record 
and in other ways check that non- I 
weapons states do not cheat. Carter is 
trying to build up its powers and, thus 
far, has received serious opposition 
from the Russians. 
The agency’s inspectors are offered 
training in the United States. The 
latest in American instruments are 
provided. The American contribution 
to the agency has almost doubled to $20 
million. And Carter is insisting that 
every country receiving U.S. help in 
the nuclear field must expose all its 
nuclear activities to agency in­ 
spection. 
Carter also has built on an initiative 
launched by former President Gerald 
R. Ford to coordinate more closely 
with those industrialized nations which 
export nuclear plants, expertise and 
materials. 
The 
London-based 
“ suppliers' 
group" of 15 nations meets regularly, 
swaps data and writes rules of what 
should or should not be sold to specific 
countries. The group has brought 
allied, 
neutral 
and 
Communist 
countries together. 
Deep differences 
have 
surfaced 
nevertheless. 
The French. West Germans and 
Japanese suspect that Carter’s efforts 
to defer the U.S. breeder program and 
plutonium production may be intended 
only to pressure others to do the same 
thing. They argue that they lack the 
energy resources available to the 
United States and therefore have to 
build up what is being called a 
“ plutonium economy." 
They argue further that their 
breeder technology is far ahead of the 
American program, giving them the 
chance 
to 
break 
the 
long

monopoly of the nuclear marketplace.

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Carter Grappling W ith 'Atom For Peace'

EDITOR’S NOTE: The spectre of a 
runaway spread of nuclear weapons is 
haunting world leaders.

WASHINGTON (AP) - In 1953, 
Jimmy Carter was 29. His father had 
just died and young Carter had quit the 
Navy to run the family business. 
P resident Dwight D. Eisenhower 
unfolded his “ atoms for peace” plan. 
Today, President Carter is grappling 
with the task of stopping those atoms 
for peace from turning into weapons of 
nuclear war. 
Carter also is chasing a f elated goal, 
seemingly shelved in the 1950s and 
1960s because of the pressures and 
preoccupations of the cold war. It is 
the goal of limiting, cutting and 
ultimately removing all nuclear ar­ 
senals from earth. 
Authors of Eisenhower’s “atoms for 
peace” plan had just emerged from a 
decade of secrecy during which the 
United States virtually monopolized 
the commercial application of nuclear 
power. 
A mix of motives led to the sharing 
and selling of American know-how and 
equipment to countries outside the 
Communist orbit.

Spent fuel discharged by power

radioactivity decreases by half in the 
first 24,000 years, by half of the 
remainder in the next 24,000 years and 
so on. 
For years, spent nuclear fuel has 
been accumulating around the world in 
swimming-pool like depositories, but 
this is only a stopgap which can last 30 
years or so. The United States, which 
supplied the fuel in the form of slightly 
enriched uranium, is supposed to buy 
most of the spent fuel back. 
No U.S. agency has come along with 
a foolproof plan for permanent storage 
of the spent fuel beyond the reach of

officials have disclosed that huge 
disposal tanks in Hanford, Wash., 
contain

say, have sprung at least 16 leaks, 
meaning hundreds of thousands of 
radioactive liquids have been soaked 
up in the soil or nearby rivers. 
Countries supplied by the United 
States already have piled up enough 
spent fuel to make more than 1,000 A- 
bombs — at least 4,000 metric tons 
discharged by about 30 reactors since 
the 1950s. 


U.S. and European firms in the past 
23 years have sold nearly 300 power 
and research reactors in about 40 
countires.

The Arab oil embargo and the five­ 
fold hike in oil prices caused the 
demand for nuclear power to surge. 
Nations rushed to place new orders. 
U.S. officials project that by the mid 
1980s, there could be 700 or 800 nuclear 
plants 
of 
varying 
technologies 
operating in the industrialized and 
developing worlds. 
During the presidential campaign, 
Carter vowed to try to stop the spread. 
One of the President’s first acts was to 
ask the Central Intelligence Agency — 
which monitors this sort of data 
worldwide — for an up-to-date ap­ 
praisal of the number of countries in 
reach of a nuclear weapons capacity. 
“Several nations are on the verge,” 
Carter reported. He named no names. 
But U.S. officials privately listed 
“near-nuclears” as Argentina, Brazil, 
Canada, Egypt, Israel, Iran, Japan, 
P akistan, South A frica, Sweden, 
Spain, Switzerland, Taiwan, West and 
East Germany. 


Any effort to curb the nuclear 
weapons spread is a race against time. 
The feeling in the White House is that 
only a year or two remains in which to 
head off what could become a free-for- 
all rush for weapons by several 
countries operating nuclear plants. 
Carter has said he hopes that the 
United States, by example, persuasion 
and even pressure in some situations, 
will lead the way toward a new and 
safer system for controlling nuclear 
energy development. The President’s 
aides say they believe they have Soviet 
backing for this goal. 
Carter’s strategy centers on curbing 
production of plutonium around the 
world. Plutonium is the basic material 
needed to make “fission” — or atomic 
— bombs. It also is used as a trigger 
for the far more powerful hydrogen — 
or thermonuclear — bomb. 
To make a bomb it takes : I^ess than 
IO pounds of pure plutonium; about 18 
pounds of plutonium extracted from 
spent uranium fuel or about 22 pounds 
of plutonium oxide. 
There are various ways in which 
nonweapons states can and have ob­ 
tained plutonium. About IO countries 
have been buying it quite legally from 
the United States since the early 1960s; 
approximately 2,200 pounds of it have 
been exported. Plutonium also can 
come from research reactors already 
operating in more than 50 foreign 
countries. It can be extracted from the 
waste uranium fuel discharged by 
ordinary U.S.-type light water reac­ 
tors sold to about 30 countries. 
And finally it will be produced in 
immeasurable quantities when the 
new generation of reactors — the fast- 
breeders — begin functioning in 
Europe and Japan shortly. As the 
name suggests, “ breeder” reactors 
yield more plutonium that they con­ 
sume as fuel — a doubled output in 
every 10-year cycle. 
In April, Carter suspended com­ 
mercial production of plutonium and 
announced plans to cancel a $2.2 billion 
Oak 
Ridge, 
Tenn., 
fast-breeder 
reactor. The Senate ignored his wishes 
and recently approved $75 million for 
the facility. 
Carter has proposed an international 
study program 
to 
develop 
safer, 
alternative fuel cycles. He also is 
trying to reach a new strategic arm s 
limitation pact with Russia. 
“We have little right to ask others to 
deny themselves such weapons for the 
indefinite future,” he says, “unless we 
(nuclear weapons states) demonstrate 
progress toward the goal of control, 
then 
reduction 
and 
ultim ately 
elimination of nuclear arsenals.” The 
superpowers and Britain are treaty- 
bound to do just that. 
The Carter administration has set 
out to reinforce the framework of 
agreements designed to safeguard 
reactors, fuels and materials against 
misuse or attack.

technological cooperation to those 
nations which have not yet become 


parties to the world treaty to stop the 
.spread of nuclear weapons. Countries 
which do not accept the treaty will be 
treated less favorably in the area of 
nuclear cooperation than adherents.

Britain — the only weapons states 
which signed the pact, officially called 
the 
nonproliferation 
treaty 
— 
promised to cut back their arsenals 
and pass on the benefits of their 
technologies to nonweapons states. In 
return,

promised to stay out of the nuclear 
arm s league. 
Umpiring all this is a fragile global 
agency, based in Vienna, called the 
International Atomic Energy Agency. 
Its task is to monitor, inspect, record 
and in other ways check that non­ 
weapons states do not cheat. Carter is 
trying to build up its powers and, thus 
far, has received serious opposition 
from the Russians. 
The agency’s inspectors are offered 
training in the United States. The 
latest in American instruments are 
provided. The American contribution 
to the agency has almost doubled to $20 
million. And Carter is insisting that 
every country receiving U.S. help in 
the nuclear field must expose all its 
nuclear activities to agency in­ 
spection. 
Carter also has built on an initiative 
launched by former President Gerald 
R. Ford to coordinate more closely 
with those industrialized nations which 
export nuclear plants, expertise and 
materials.

London-based 
“ suppliers’ 
group" of 15 nations meets regularly, 
swaps data and writes rules of what 
should or should not be sold to specific 
countries. The group has brought 
allied, 
neutral 
and 
Communist 
countries together. 
Deep differences 
have surfaced 
nevertheless. 
The French, West Germans and 
Japanese suspect that Carter’s efforts 
to defer the U.S. breeder program and 
plutonium production may be intended 
only to pressure others to do the same 
thing. They argue that they lack the 
energy resources available to the 
United States and therefore have to 
build up what is being called a 
“plutonium economy.”

They argue further that their 
breeder technology is far ahead of the 
American program, giving them the

O hioans Face Tax Hike Certainty 
Red Cross

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - If the 
present budget holds until July I, 1979 
as planned, Ohio will have gone eight 
years without an increase in taxes. 
That's good you say, and maybe so, 
but the dry spell could have serious 
fiscal and political implications for the 
1980s. 
The last time the state went as long 
as six years without a significant tax 
increase — from 1953 to 1959 — the 
consequences were dire for the in­ 
coming administration of Michael V. 
DiSalle. 
The Toledo Democrat pressed for an 
unpopular tax package and saw it 
enacted, only to suffer a crushing 
defeat rn 1962 to a former Republican 
mayor of Columbus named Jam es 
Rhodes. 
Whether that same fate awaits 
Rhodes or whoever may succeed him 
in 1978, will, of course, depend on 
economic developments over the next 
two years, but there is some cause for 
concern. 
There was considerable speculation 
last year that a tax increase would be 
needed to continue services and 
provide for some modest increases and 
new programs m the biennium that 
began on July I. 
Rhodes seized the initiative, em­ 
phasizing that the budget he would 


present to the Democratcontrolled 
General Assembly would be balanced 
with no necessity for new or increased 
taxes. 
That was borne out in the $14.5 
billion package unveiled in February. 
Democratic legislative leaders — after 
some initial hesitance in the Senate — 
said tney too would hold the line on 
taxes. 
They did, after shifting some 
priorities in the spending plan and 
adding a revenue-producing gimmick 
or two. Nobody made any promises 
beyond 1979. 
Now, the bad news. 
"The fiscal biennium that just ended 
(July I) was a difficult one for a whole 
host of reasons and it was complicated 
by a good deal of fiscal juggling to 
meet one crisis after another,” the 
legislative Budget Office reports. 
While skeptics challenge the use of 
the term ‘crisis” to describe problems 
such as financing the debt of the State 
Office Tower, the Medicaid deficit and 
low points in the state’s day to day 
“cash flow”, they were very serious 
matters.

programs, which the budget office 
noted “reduced (and will continue to 
reduce) resources to the General

So me o ther lead ing 
eco no mists hav e su ggested a similar 
ap p ro ach, bu t they d o n’t kno w ho w to 
get labo r u nio ns to go alo ng. 
l.« bo r lead ers, fo r their p art, o p p o se 
any su ch p ro p o sal o n gro u nd s that it 
p u ts the bu rd en o f so lv ing the natio n’s 
eco no mic p ro blems sq u arely o n the 
sho u ld ers o f wo rkers, letting go v ern­ 
ment and bu siness o ff the ho o k. 
Pro p o sals su ch as Wallich’s o ften go 
u nd er the label o f a so cial co ntract. 
Great Britain had a so cial co ntract 
u nd er which labo r u nio ns agreed to 
annu al wage increases o f a fix ed 
p ercentage, bu t the co mp act co llap sed 
earlier this mo nth. 
The co nsensu s in Britain seemed to 
be that the co ntract d id wo rk in help ing 
red u ce inflatio n while it lasted . Co n­ 
su mer p rices increased 17 p er cent in 


Britain d u ring the 12 mo nths end ed in 
May , bu t that was an imp ro v ement 
o v er the 20 p er centi>lu s rates o f 
p rev io u s mo nths. 
Wallich believ es, as d o mo st o ther 
eco no mists, Demo crat as well as 
Rep u blican, that rising wages are the 
chief cau se o f higher p rices, since 
wages acco u nt fo r the bu lk o f the c o ^ 
o f p ro d u ctio n. 
Wage increajws av eraged 8 p er cent 
in 1976 and may be abo u t the same this 
y ear, while the natio n’s u nd erly ing 
inflatio n rate is abo u t 6 p er cent. 
As lo ng as wages keep rising at a 
rate o f abo u t 8 p er cent, there is little 
ho p e o f ev er red u cing inflatio n belo w 6 
p er cent, Wallich argu es. A 2 p er cent 
increase has lo ng been co nsid ered 
abo u t right becau se that has been the 
av erage increase in wo rker p ro d u c­ 
tiv ity in recent d ecad es. 
Wallich, who was ap p o inted to the 
Fed eral Reserv e Bo ard by fo rmer 
Presid ent Richard M. Nix o n in 1974, 
said if wo rkers wo u ld agree to , say , a 2 
p er cent to 3 p er cent annu al increase 
in wages, o r ev en no increase at all, the 
inflatio n rate sho u ld be red u ced to 


near zero , and ev ery bo d y wo u ld gain 
in the lo ng ru n. 
He ackno wled ged there wo u ld be a 
temp o rary lo ss in bu y ing p o wer fo r 
wo rkers as the ad ju stment p ro cess 
to o k p lace, bu t he said this hap p ens 
any way , becau se inflatio n ero d es 
wage increases as fast as wo rkers get 
them. 
Sho u ld the red u ced w, ges no t 
restrain p rice increases, with the 
resu lt that bu siness p ro fits wo u ld 
increase, Wallich said the go v ernment 
co u ld tax away co rp o rate p ro fits abo v e 
a certain lev el. 
Wallich’s id ea is u nlikely to be p u t 
into effect,, if fo r no o ther reaso n than 
labo r u nio ns wo u ld n’t tru st the 
go v ernment to tax away higher co r­ 
p o rate p ro fits.

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Economist Urges Pay Hike End 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Should 
American workers accept pay cuts or 
forego wage increases if it would 
create jobs for others and help to 
control inflation? 


Henry C. Wallich, a member of the 
Federal Reserve Board, thinks it is 
worth a try. Some other leading 
economists have suggested a similar 
approach, but they don’t know how to 
get labor unions to go along. 


Labor leaders, for their part, oppose 
any such proposal on grounds that it 
puts the burden of solving the nation’s 
economic problems squarely on the 
shoulders of workers, letting govern­ 
ment and business off the hook. 
Proposals such as Wallich’s often go 
under the label of a social contract. 
Great Britain had a social contract 
under which labor unions agreed to 
annual wage increases of a fixed 
percentage, but the compact collapsed 
earlier this month. 
The consensus in Britain seemed to 
be that the contract did work in helping 
reduce inflation while it lasted. Con­ 
sumer prices increased 17 per cent in 


Britain during the 12 months ended in 
May, but that was an improvement 
over the 20 per cent-plus rates of 
previous months. 
Wallich believes, as do most other 
economists, Democrat as well as 
Republican, that rising wages are the 
chief cause of higher prices, since 
wages account for the bulk of the costs 
of production. 
Wage increases averaged 8 per cent 
in 1976 and may be about the same this 
year, while the nation’s underlying 
inflation rate is about 6 per cent. 
As long as wages keep rising at a 
rate of about 8 per cent, there is little 
hope of ever reducing inflation below 6 
per cent, Wallich argues. A 2 per cent 
increase has long been considered 
about right because that has been the 
average increase in worker produc­ 
tivity in recent decades. 
Wallich, who was appointed to the 
Federal Reserve Board by former 
President Richard M. Nixon in 1974, 
said if workers would agree to, say, a 2 
per cent to 3 per cent annual increase 
in wages, or even no increase at all, the 
inflation rate should be reduced to

Instant Game's End 
Pleases Postmen 


CLEVELAND (AP) — Ohio lottery 
officials hate to see the end of the in­ 
stant game, but for the U.S. Postal 
Service it’s a blessing. 
The TV Bonus feature of the instant 
game brought a deluge of more than IO 
million envelopes to the lottery 
commission’s box at the downtown 
Cleveland post office over the three- 
month period that Instant II was 
running, a lottery spokesperson 
estimated. 
Lottery Director Gerald J.Patronite 
said at least 65 per cent of the 60 
million Instant II tickets that were sold 
before the July 12 cutoff date came 
back as “loser ticket” entries for the 
TV Bonus drawing. 
The post office reported handling 
800,000 pieces of mail a week for the 
lottery’s box. That meant 59 mail 
sacks a day and kept eight to IO postal 
workers busy. 
Lottery workers were processing the 
last bags of mail today for the final TV 
Bonus drawing Thursday night. 
Patronite said Instant II did even 
better than the first instant game last 
year, and he credited the weekly, 
televised TV Bonus drawing for 
boosting interest. 
Meanwhile, Patronite exulted over 
the initial success of the new dollar 
game, Lucky Buck II, which started 
last week. 
“It was the most pleasant surprise 
I’ve had since I’ve been director,” he 
said. 


Lottery officials had expected a 
slump in sales between the end of 
Instant II and the next instant game, 
which doesn’t start until mid- 
September. But Patronite said the first 


week’s sales for Lucky Buck II were 
$710,000, “which is more than double 
the last dollar game in its last week.” 


He said sales of tickets for the 50- 
cent Pot O’Gold game dropped 
“because of the strength of Lucky 
Buck, but we expect them to creep up 
again.” 


Patronite is looking for another 
boost from a new 50-cent game which 
will start Aug. 23. 


That game, he said, “promises to be 
really entertaining,” offering a “new 
approach...with an extremely simple 
ticket.” 


One in every IO tickets will be a 
match winner, he said, and there will 
be TV bonus and millionnaire drawing 
features.

WILLIAMSBURG, Ohio (AP) — 
Residents are scrambling to keep the 
street lights glowing in this south­ 
western Ohio village of 2,300 persons. 


Unless a door-to-door campaign is 
successful in raising $1,250 this 
weekend, village officials say they 
may be forced to turn off the street 
lights to save money. 
The lights cost $600 a month, and 
that's money the village treasury no 
longer has. 
Times have been, hard since two 
levies totalling five mills lost in an 
election last November and then was 
defeated in June by three votes. 
The operating levy would have 
brought in $38,000. 
The defeat of the operating levy has 
touched many areas of village life. 
Part-time police help was let go, and 
there was an immediate climb in the 
crime rate. Now, the part-time help 
has been asked back to help the two- 
man regular force, but there are no 
funds to pay them. 
■‘We’re in for some tough times 
that’s for certain,” admitted Donald 
Hiler, the village’s mayor. ‘‘We just 
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don’t know where the money is going to 
come from.” 
The money had been coming from a 
one-time inheritance tax, but those 
funds are just about gone. 
If this weekend’s campaign by the 
local Rotary Club is a success, the 
village government is supposed to 
match the funds. However, Hiler 
admits he doesn’t know how the village 
is going to manage it. 
‘‘Some citizens have even volun­ 
teered to pay for the lights in front of 
their homes,’’said J. Kermit Smith, a 
Rotarian. 
The street department has already 
been cut back and local life squad and 
fire department service has been 
affected, he said. 
Voter apathy may be the reason for 
the village’s current financial crisis, 
the mayor concluded. 
During the levy’s last defeat, 291 out 
of a possible 800 persons voted in the 
election. 
“Everyone just assumed it was 
going to pass,” said Hiler, who ad­ 
mitted he made the same mistake and 
may not have stressed enough the 
importance of the levy. 
The levy will be back on the ballot in 
November and Hiler is confident his 
constituents won’t make the same 
mistake again. 
“I’m optimistic,” he said. "Of 
course, I said that before, and look 
what happened.”

—■Clothing is important. Stick to 
basic whites and wear a mesh shirt to 
let your body breathe easier. A hat is 
recommended to keep the sun off your 
face and prevent serious sunburn. 
—If you perspire freely, keep a towel 
inside your tennis pants to wipe off 
your arms and face. Wrist sweatbands 
are a must, too.

COLUMBUS, Ohio f AP) — A House 
committee has revived for the third 
time legislation that would permit 
drilling for natural gas in I ¿ike Erie, 
hut only after adding an amendment 
extending the current ban until July 1, 
1980. 
The amendment, offered Tuesday by 
Rep. Eugene Branstool, D-l Utica, 
removed from the bill the language 
that would have permitted 
ex­ 
perimental drilling of three wells upon 
enactment of the measure. 
Instead, Branstool’s proposal would 
give the Department of Natural 
Resources two years after the current 
moratorium expires on July 1, 1978 to 
set up rules and procedures for 
renewed drilling and issuance of 
permits to private contractors. 
With that change, 
the 
House 
Agriculture and Natural Resources 
Committee approved the bill 12*1, 
apparently clearing the way for House 
consideration of the measure already 
endorsed by the Senate. 
It could be changed again before any 
final enactment. 
Rep. Dale l>ocker, IJ-89-Anna, who 
only last week presided over a hearing 
at which the bill was defeated, was 
cautious about its future. 
“ After having called the bill dead, 
I ’m not going to say it’s alive now," the 
bemused chairman said. 
On 
two 
previous occasions, the bill failed to 
garner sufficient votes to escape 
committee. 
Rep. Ron James, D-92 Proctorville, 
who has opposed the bill in previous 
roll calls, made the motion for a 
reconsideration, prior to Branstool’s 
amendment. 
Rep. Robert Boggs, D-97 Jefferson, 
an unwaivering foe, cast the dissenting 
vote. 
Boggs contends that the amount of 
gas available in the lake bottom would 
provide a miniscule amount of the 
state’s energy supply and would not 
justify the environmental risk.

Not just any old mud. This is a 
special kind, supposedly found only in 
Willingboro. 
Umpires rub the dirt on five dozen 
baseballs before each major league 
game to help pitchers get a better grip 
on the ball. 
“ They’ve been using it since before I 
got here and that was in the 1950s," 
said Fred Fleig, National league 
secretary-treasurcr in charge of the 
umpires. 
“ Before they would just go 
out to a nearby river, say the Ohio, for 
the mud," said Fleig. “ then a fella by 
the name of l^ena Blackburne (a 
former Cincinnati Reds infielder and 
Chicago White Sox manager) said he 
had a new type of mud that worked 
well on the ball. 
‘Well, the National league liked it 
and had him send two coffee cans of it 
to every ballpark." 
Blackburne became ill in 1968. The 
future of his business was in jeopardy 
since no one knew where or how his 
mud was processed. So he came clean 
about baseball’s dirtiest secret to John 
Haas, a lifelong friend. 
Blackburne would have been proud 
of his old crony. Haas has kept the mud 
business a clandestine operation ever 
since. Well, almost. 
At 84, Haas has found the trips to the 
lake for the mud much tougher each 
year. So he’s taken into confidence his 
daughter, Mrs. Betty Bintliff, and her 
family of Willingboro. 
Mrs. 
Bintliff 
said the mud 
is 
gathered each fall before the first 
freeze by her husband and five sons 
from a tributary on their property. It’s 
brought back to a garage for a win­ 
tering process. 
Eventually, the mud is packed in 
coffee cans and marked I^ena Black­ 
burne Rubbing Mud. 
The American league, American 
Association and International league 
as well as the NL specify annual 
delivery dates and spring training 
sites. 
“ I heard we get $100 a can," said a 


laughing Mrs.Bintliff. “ I wish we did. 
Actually, it’s around $15 a can and that 
varies, depending on postage rates." 
Mrs. Bintliff envisions the Black- 
burne’s dirt process as a possible 
family tradition. 
“ I think we'll he doing it as long as 
they i baseball leagues) request it. The 
time will come when our grandsons 
will take it if they want it," she said. 
And if they refuse it - unlikely since 
the business is dirt cheap — there are 
plenty of people around who would. 
The Bintliffs know it. Haas knows it. 
They guard their property. 
"W e’ve had people stop by wanting 
to see the mud,” said Mrs. Bintliff, 
“ but we have to be careful. Some 
people are trying to copy it. Really, it 
must be very special to them. 
“ We don’t divulge too much of what 
we do to anyone," she added. “ If my 
husband knew I was saying this much, 
he’d tell me to shut up.” 
That’s because their dirt has become 
part of the game’s tradition. A can of 
liena Blackburne Rubbing Mud sits on 
a shelf in baseball’s Hall of Fame at 
Cooperstown, N Y. 
Of course, the best place to find it is a 
major league park. 
Before a Cincinnati game, umpire 
Dutch Rennert, clad in only a blue 
sweatshirt, puffed away on a cigar in 
front of his locker in 
Riverfront 
Stadium with four boxes of baseballs 
at his feet. 
Next to the cartons was an open 
coffee can filled with some of the 
famous mud. 
“ Where the hell do they get this 
stuff?” Rennert asked, holding up a 
can while reading the label. “ All we 
know it’s here when we get here.” 
He recalled how the minor leagues 
regard the precious stuff. 
“ You had to guard it with your life," 
he said. “ It seemed like they (chief 
umpires) cared more about that than 
anyone else....Who’d ever think 
someone would make money selling 
this stuff?"

Lake Erie 
Drilling Bill 
Revived 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) — A House 
committee has revived for the third 
time legislation that would permit 
drilling for natural gas in I^ake Erie, 
but only after adding an amendment 
extending the current ban until July I, 
1980. 
The amendment, offered Tuesday by 
Rep. Eugene Branstool, D-l Utica, 
removed from the bill the language 
that 
would have perm itted ex­ 
perimental drilling of three wells upon 
enactment of the measure. 
Instead, Branstool’s proposal would 
give the Department of Natural 
Resources two years after the current 
moratorium expires on July I, 1978 to 
set up rules and procedures for 
renewed drilling and issuance of 
permits to private contractors. 
With that change, 
the House 
Agriculture and Natural Resources 
Committee approved the bill 12-1, 
apparently clearing the way for House 
consideration of the measure already 
endorsed by the Senate. 
It could be changed again before any 
final enactment. 
Rep. Dale lacker, D-80-Anna, who 
only last week presided over a hearing 
at which the bill was defeated, was 
cautious about its future. 
“ After having called the bill dead, 
I ’m not going to say ifs alive now,” the 
bemused chairman said. 
On 
two 
previous occasions, the bill failed to 
garner sufficient votes to escape 
committee. 
Rep. Ron James, D-92 Proctorville, 
who has opposed the bill in previous 
roll calls, made the motion for a 
reconsideration, prior to Branstool’s 
amendment. 
Rep. Robert Boggs, D-97 Jefferson, 
an unwavering foe, cast the dissenting 
vote. 
Boggs contends that the amount of 
gas available in the lake bottom would 
provide a miniscule amount of the 
state’s energy supply and would not 
justify the environmental risk.

Not just any old mud. This is a 
special kind, supposedly found only in 
Willingboro. 
Umpires rub the dirt on five dozen 
baseballs before each major league 
game to help pitchers get a better grip 
on the ball. 
“ They’ve been using it since before I 
got here and that was in the 1950s,” 
said Fred Fleig, National league 
secretary-treasurer in charge of the 
umpires. 
“ Before they would just go 
out to a nearby river, say the Ohio, for 
the mud,” said Fleig. “ then a fella by 
the name of Lena Blackburne (a 
former Cincinnati Reds infielder and 
Chicago White Sox manager) said he 
had a new type of mud that worked 
well on the ball. 
“ Well, the National League liked it 
and had him send two coffee cans of it 
to every ballpark.” 
Blackburne became ill in 1968. The 
future of his business was in jeopardy 
since no one knew where or how his 
mud was processed. So he came clean 
about baseball’s dirtiest secret to John 
Haas, a lifelong friend. 
Blackburne would have been proud 
of his old crony. Haas has kept the mud 
business a clandestine operation ever 
since. Well, almost. 
At 84, Haas has found the trips to the 
lake for the mud much tougher each 
year. So he’s taken into confidence his 
daughter, Mrs. Betty Bintliff, and her 
family of Willingboro. 
Mrs. 
Bintliff 
said the mud 
is 
gathered each fall before the first 
freeze by her husband and five sons 
from a tributary on their property. It’s 
brought back to a garage for a win- 
terlong process. 
Eventually, the mud is packed in 
coffee cans and marked Iberia Black­ 
burne Rubbing Mud. 
The American League, American 
Association and International league 
as well as the NL specify annual 
delivery dates and spring training 
sites. 
“ I heard we get $100 a can,” said a 


laughing Mrs.Bintliff. “ I wish we did. 
Actually, ifs around $15 a can and that 
varies, depending on postage rates.” 
Mrs. Bintliff envisions the Black- 
burne’s dirt process as a possible 
family tradition. 
“ I think we’ll be doing it as long as 
they (baseball leagues) request it. The 
time will come when our grandsons 
will take it if they want it,” she said. 
And if they refuse it — unlikely since 
the business is dirt cheap — there are 
plenty of people around who would. 
The Bintliffs know it. Haas knows it. 
'Oley guard their property. 
“ We’ve had people stop by wanting 
to see the mud,” said Mrs. Bintliff, 
“ but we have to be careful. Some 
people are trying to copy it. Really, it 
must be very special to them. 
“ We don’t divulge too much of what 
we do to anyone,” she added. “ If my 
husband knew I was saying this much, 
he’d tell me to shut up.” 
That’s because their dirt has become 
part of the game’s tradition. A can of 
I^ena Blackburne Rubbing Mud sits on 
a shelf in baseball’s Hall of Fame at 
Cooperstown, N.Y. 
Of course, the best place to find it is a 
major league park. 
Before a Cincinnati game, umpire 
Dutch Rennert, clad in only a blue 
sweatshirt, puffed away on a cigar in 
front of his locker in Riverfront 
Stadium with four boxes of baseballs 
at his feet. 
Next to the cartons was an open 
coffee can filled with some of the 
famous mud. 
“ Where the hell do they get this 
stuff?” Rennert asked, holding up a 
can while reading the label. “ All we 
know ifs here when we get here.” 
He recalled how the minor leagues 
regard the precious stuff. 
“ You had to guard it with your life,” 
he said. “ It seemed like they (chief 
umpires) cared more about that than 
anyone else....W ho’d ever think 
someone would make money selling 
this stuff?”

FAIRBANKS, Alaska (APi — A 26 - 
y ear-o ld miner has been arrested and 
charged with setting the ex plo sio ns 
that state o fficials hav e branded “ an 
am ateurish attem pt at sab o tag e” 
alo ng the Alaska pipeline. 
l^rry Wertz was arrested Tuesday 
night as he walked alo ng the Ellio tt 
Highway , abo ut 10 miles no rth o f 
Fairbanks and o nly two miles fro m the 
ex plo sio n site. 
State tro o pers said Wertz was 
carry ing a rifle and a pisto l in a 
sho ulder ho lster when he was arrested. 
Wertz, who wo rks a claim in an o ld 
histo ric go ld mining area, has nev er 
wo rked o n the pipeline “ as far as we 
kno w,” said Lt. Geo rge Po llitt o f the 
state p>lice. 
“ Info rmatio n fro m citizens who had 
so me kno wledge o f his activ ities led to 
his arrest,” said Po llitt. 
Wertz was charged with malicio us 
destructio n o f pro perty and held o n 
$100,000 bail. 


Po llitt said o fficers had o btained a

warrant 
to

Wertz's 
ho me, near where he was arrested. 
Po lice suspected that co nunercial 
dy namite had been used in the ex ­ 
plo sio ns. which caused mino r damage 
to the $7 .7 billio n pipeline, but they had 
no idea ho w much was used, Po llitt 
said.

Deputy Co mmissio ner I^arry Talbert 
o f the state Department o f Public 
Safety said that wires, batteries and 
what appeared to be deto nato rs had 
been fo und at the blast site. 
“ It was an amateurish attempt at 
sabo tage o r so me pro fessio nals try ing 
to lo o k like am ateurs,” Talbert said.

Acco rding to a weekly cro ps and 
weather summary issued Tuesday by 
the Agriculture Department, the co m 
cro p “ remained in generally go o d 
co nditio n ex cept in the so utheast and 
po rtio ns o f the so uth-central areas” 
during the week o f J uly 18 -24.

“ Only a few areas receiv ed an inch 
o r mo re o f rainfall during the week,” 
the repo rt said. “ So il mo isture was 
rated sho rt to v ery sho rt in all areas 
ex cep t 
P en n sy lv an ia, 
M ary land. 
Delaware, Flo rida, Ohio and Indiana.” 
In the m idwestem Co rn Belt, co rn 
co ntinued to dev elo p rapidly . The Io wa 
cro p was 92 per cent silked, co mpared 
with 69 per cent a y ear ago and the 
av erage o f 57 per cent the week o f J uly 
18 -24, fo r ex ample. 


Officials said that market prices o f 
cho ice-grade steers used in co mputing 
the breakdo wn in beef prices av eraged 
$39 .7 4 per 100 po unds last mo nth, do wn 
4.1 per cent fro m $41.43 ui May . 


The decline had no t been predicted 
earlier this y ear as USDA ex perts 
lo o ked at the 19 77 cattle situatio n. 
Then, it appeared attle prices wo uld 
ho ld up better and that retail beef 
p rices 
wo uld co ntinue to clim b 
gradually the remainder o f this y ear. 
But mo re cattle hav e mo v ed to market 
than anticipated, so prices hav e co me 
do wn. 


Officials still believ e, ho wev er, that 
cattle prices will resume gaining again 
and that co nsumer beef prices will rise 
further this fall and winter. 


Meanwhile, the new figures sho wed 
that the “ farm v alue” o f beef selling in 
sto res last mo nth was 7 9 .9 cents a 
po und, do wn fro m 8 2.8 cents in May . 
That is no t what pro ducers get fo r liv e 
cattle since it takes abo ut 2.3 po unds o f 
steer o n the ho o f to make o ne po und o f 
supermarket beef, lt is, ho wev er, the 
cattle pro ducer's share o f what co n­ 
sumers pay fo r beef. 


The middleman’s share o f the J une 
beef price was 57 .5 cents a po und, up 
fro m 55.6 cents in May , the figures 
sho wed.

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Neutron Bomb Debate H eats Up 


BONN, West G erm any (AP) — A 
growing debate over the 
possible 
stationing of the neutron bomb in West 
G erm an y m ay th re a te n ten ta tiv e 
A m erican plans to deploy the weapon 
in Central Europe. 
Key figures in the ruling Social 
D em ocratic party have denounced the 
new bomb, which is designed to kill 
while causing relatively little dam age 
to property. 
The defense co m m ittee of the 
B u n d estag , 
W est 
G e rm a n y ’s 
parliam ent, is scheduled to review the 
bomb when the Bundestag reconvenes 
in Septem ber. And Defense M inister 
Georg Leber has called for a public 
debate over deploym ent of the weapon 
in this country. 
Chancellor Helmut Schmidt says 
m ore study is needed before his 
governm ent can decide w hether to 
accept the ultra-sophisticated weapon.

Supporters of the bomb in Congress 
insist it is needed to counter the Soviet- 
led W arsaw P act’s superiority in tanks 
and ground troops in Central Europe. 
’They point out the bomb could kill 
thousands of Soviet soldiers in a future 
European w ar without the destruction 
of cities that would result from the use 
of conventional nuclear weapons. 
The neutron w arhead produces twice 
the deadly radiation of a conventional 
nuclear bomb but less than one-tenth 
as m uch blast power, heat and fallout. 
The deadly ra d ia tio n e m itte d is 
relatively short-lived, lasting no m ore 
than a few hours. 
U.S. defense officials want to deploy 
the w arhead on I,ance m issiles and 
artillery shells. Many of the bombs 
presum ably would be stationed in West 
G erm any, where m ost NATO troops 
are stationed. 


The debate here over the weapon 
w as launched last week by Egon Bahr,

Miner Held In Pipeline Blasts 


FAIRBANKS, Alaska (AP) — A 26- 
year-old m iner has been arrested and 
charged with setting the explosions 
that state officials have branded “ an 
a m a te u rish a tte m p t at sa b o ta g e ” 
along the Alaska pipeline. 
L arry Wertz was arrested Tuesday 
night as he walked along the Elliott 
Highway, about IO miles north of 
F airbanks and only two miles from the 
explosion site. 
S ta te tro o p e rs said W ertz w as 
carrying a rifle and a pistol in a 
shoulder holster when he was arrested. 
W ertz, who works a claim in an old 
historic gold mining area, has never 
worked on the pipeline “ as far as we 
know,” said Lt. George Pollitt of the 
state police. 
“ Inform ation from citizens who had 
som e knowledge of his activities led to 
his a rre st,” said Pollitt. 
W ertz was charged with malicious 
destruction of property and held on 
$100,000 bail. 


Pollitt said officers had obtained a 
search 
w arrant 
to 
check 
W ertz’s 
home, near where he was arrested. 
Police suspected that com m ercial 
dynam ite had been used in the ex­ 
plosions, which caused m inor dam age 
to the $7.7 billion pipeline, but they had 
no idea how much was used, Pollitt 
said. 


The transm ission of oil was not in­ 
terrupted, pipeline officials said. The 
first crude oil from the Prudhoe Bay 
oil fields was expected to reach the ice- 
free port of Valdez late this afternoon, 
completing an 800-mile journey that 
began June 20. 


Pollitt said officials didn’t know 
when the series of at least five ex­ 
plosions took place in a wooded area 
n o rth of F a irb a n k s. 
They 
w ere 
reported Monday night. 
He said, however, that a trooper on 
patrol in the sam e general area early 
last W ednesday reported hearing a 


series of explosions. 
The trooper reported that he in­ 
vestigated but said he could not find 
the source of the exploions. He did not 
go onto the pipeline 
right-of-way, 
however, Pollitt said. 


“ We can ’t conclude that those ex­ 
plosions at 3 a.m . were the sam e ex­ 
plosions involved in the pipeline, but 
we are checking that possibility,” 
Pollitt said. 


Deputy Commissioner L arry Talbert 
of the state D epartm ent of Public 
Safety said that wires, batteries and 
what appeared to be detonators had 
been found at the blast site. 
“ It was an am ateurish attem pt at 
sabotage or some professionals trying 
to look like am ateu rs,” Talbert said. 
Pollitt said the explosions caused 
“ noticeable dents” in two vertical 
support columns on an elevated sec­ 
tion of the pipeline and tore some 60 
feet of insulation from the 48-inch line.

B rantingham ’s top IO crim e cities 
are all in the South or Southwest. 
Sunbelt cities dom inate the statistics 
for m urder, rape, aggravated assault, 
burglary and theft, while Snowbelt 
Retail Beef Prices 
Show Slight Drop 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Retail beef 
prices declined slightly last month as 
the result of sharply lower cattle 
prices, the Agriculture D epartm ent 
says. 


But consum ers paid more for pork in 
June, partly because pork and hog 
prices go up seasonally this tim e of 
year,

R esearch Service said Tuesday. 
Store prices of beef dropped a penny 
a pound from May, the first decline 
since March, and last month averaged 
about $1.37 a pound. In June of last 
year, beef averaged nearly $1.41 a 
pound, m easured by USDA on an all­ 
cut basis. 
Retail pork rose to alm ost $1.26 a 
pound from less than $1.21 in May, a 4 
per cent increase. In June of last year 
pork was more than $1.40 a pound.

production the past year. 
The figures were included in a USDA 
monthly report on price spreads for 
farm -produced food based on a 65-item 
list. Im ported products and seafood 
are not included in the survey. 
Corn Crop 
H anging On 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The nation’s 
corn crop appears to be still hanging 
on despite severe drought in some 
a reas of the country. 
According to a weekly crops and 
w eather sununary issued Tuesday by 
the A griculture D epartm ent, the com 
crop “ rem ained rn generally good 
condition except rn the southeast and 
portions of the south-central areas” 
during the week of July 18-24. 
But over-all, the recent heat wave 
and dwindling soil 
m oisture 
“ad­ 
v e rse ly 
a ffec te d 
th e 
n atio n ’s 
ag riculture,” the report said. 
“ Only a few areas received an inch 
or m ore of rainfall during the week,” 
the report said. “ Soil m oisture was 
rated short to very short in all areas 
e x c e p t 
P e n n sy lv a n ia , 
M aryland, 
D elaw are, Florida, Ohio and Indiana.” 
In the m idw estern Corn Belt, corn 
continued to develop rapidly. The Iowa 
crop was 92 per cent silked, com pared 
with 69 per cent a year ago and the 
av erage of 57 per cent the week of July 
18-24, for exam ple 


Officials said that m arket prices of 
choice-grade steers used in computing 
the breakdown in beef prices averaged 
$39.74 per IOO pounds last month, down 
4.1 per cent from $41.43 rn May. 


The decline had not been predicted 
earlier this year as USDA experts 
looked at the 1977 cattle situation. 
Then, it appeared ‘attle prices would 
hold up better and that retail beef 
p ric e s 
would co n tin u e to clim b 
gradually the rem ainder of this year. 
But m ore cattle have m oved to m arket 
than anticipated, so prices have come 
down. 


Officials still believe, however, that 
cattle prices will resum e gaining again 
and that consum er beef prices will rise 
further this fall and winter. 


Meanwhile, the new figures showed 
that the “farm value” of beef selling in 
stores last month was 79.9 cents a 
pound, down from 82.8 cents in May. 
That is not what producers get for live 
cattle since it takes about 2.3 pounds of 
steer on the hoof to m ake one pound of 
superm arket beef. It is, however, the 
cattle producer’s share of what con­ 
sum ers pay for beef. 


The m iddlem an’s share of the June 
beef price was 57.5 cents a pound, up 
from 55.6 cents in May, the figures 
showed.
